What 
is this management? In a vast majority of 
cases the griss seed #as sown with grain. 
Ina majority of cases it was sown in the 
spring. We are perfectly aware that many 
individuals Lave adopted a more modern 
practice and have sown in tve fall and with- 
out grain, but taking the State over the old 
practice still prevails. 

Let us see, now, what is ths effect of this 
method of seeding in the spring with grein. 
There is no kind of grain that does not draw 
Reevity “pon the clemeny of Plant food in 
the soil. The soluble salts or other sub- 
stances that enter readily into the circulatior 
of plants and help to build up their structure 
during the early period of their growth are 
seized Upon first anv: rapidly absorbe 1, leav- 
ing the soil in a reduced condition. No 
matter what this grain is, if it requires mate- 
rials similar to those needed by the grasses, 
the effect on the soil will be the same. 

What is the consequence of this depletion 
of fertility? The grasses are deprived | 
their foot. Tne growth of the root is feeble 
and sickly. The growth of the stalk cor- 
responds to the sz: and vitality of the root 
andthis is so jostled and crowded and | 
robbed by the stronger and more vigorous | 
roots of the grain that it cannot thrive. A 
vast proportion of the seed will die from 
suffocation and starvation almost as soon as 
‘\ germinates. The small proportion which 
survives this severe trial will grow up feeble 
and puny, in the shade of the overtopping 
krain and it may fight its way along till the 
Brain is cut in the heats of a July sun, and 
ite last end will be worse than the first It 
Cann ot stand the sudden and severe shock 
Which the cutting of the grain and the re- 
moval of the shade brings to it. If it is dry 
and hot ite chances of life are very smal! and

MILK TO A POUND OF BUTTER. 


Editor of Massachusetts Ploughman: 

In the Ploughman of Dec. 2ad, I notice an 
inquiry from J.Z G. asking “how many 
quarts of milk ‘o a pound of butter.” 

If my experience is worth anything you 
are at liberty to publish it. I have a herd 
of nine cows (grade shotthorn). Six of 
them were new milch last spring, and the re- 
maining three the fall previous. We began 
to weigh their milk June lst, and continued 
weighing it one hundred and forty two days, 
keeping an account of the butter made from 
it during that time. The resalt is, it has 
taken twentv four pounds of milk to make a 
pound of butter, which is about eleven 
| quarts to the pound. This has not been 
jguess work, but is the actual result after 
| keeping a correct record. The herd bas had

THE PREVAILING FOOT AND 
MCUTH COMPLAINT. 


Foot and mouth disease still continues to 
extend in most parts of Scotland and Eng- 
land. Although individual cases are trifling, 
keep the animal on the sick list only during 
@ week or ten days, and are seldom fatal, the 
aggregate loss to agriculturists and to the 
public is very serious. Young animals, which

down by bleck-quarter. Feeding beasts, 
from their greater weight, are apt to suffer 
more ser ously, and for ionger periods, from 
lameness; with tender mouths, irritable 
digestive organs, and sore ‘eet, for some 
deys they feed indifferently, are much pained, 
lose flesh, get tucked up, and are often thrown 
back during a couple of months—a serious 
loss, eepecially when meat is so scarce and 
dear, and representing throughout the coun- 
try the sacrifice of many thousand stones of 
good beef. Milch cows usually suffer longer 
nd more severely than any other description 
of stock ; their milk, after twenty-four hourr, 
usually disappears ; little is yielded for some 
days; except in the very slight st cases, the 
secretion isseldom entirely re-established ; 
unless at care is taken, one or more 
quarters of the udder are apt to become seri- 
ously inflamed and permanently ueeless 
Pained, feverish, unable to eat during several 
cays, most cows are speedily stripped of their 
bloom and fi-sh, as well as of their milk, and 
even in the slighter cases many weeks of 
careful, liberal management elapse before 
they regain thei: good looks and their use- 
fulness. Whilst the complaint continues 
amongst his cows,ad iry farmer may con- 
gratulate himself on getting chesply over his 
misfortune if his receipts for milk and butter 
do not fali below one-half of their healthy 
average. 

R-garding the treatment of foot and mouth 
disease there is li tle thatis new to commu- 
ricate. Being an eruptive fever, the attack 
cannot be cut short; indeed it ought not to 
be unduty interfered with; untoward symp- 
toms are, however, to be watched for, and, 
if pssible, warded off; nursing is generally 
of more importance than med.cine; infallible 
cures, specifics, and all »owertul remedies 
are to be looked upon wih the utmost sus- 
picion. Although the specific eruption ap- 
pears mainly about the mouth, udder, and 
interdigital spaces, the whole of the skin 
and mucous surfaces are more or less in- 
volved, as isevident enough from the tender- 

ness snd subsequent scurfiness of the skin, 
jand the irritability of the bowels, which, in 
| serious and fatal cases, are often foun’ stud- 
| ded with vesicles, and raw from their abra- 
- sion. From such considerations, two practical 
‘conclusions are deducible. Cattle suffering 
: from the complaint should never be exposed 
‘to cold or wet. In these rapidly lengthen- 
‘ing, damp, chilly, autumnal nights, they must 
| be comfortably nousec. From senseless ex- 
; posure during the first stages of the malady 
‘usually arise troublesome and often fatal 
complications, such as congestion of the 
Junge, and acute inflammation of the udder.

not only of the mouth, but, more particu- 
larly, mucous lining of the whole alimentary 
track, soft, easily digestible, nutritive food 
shculd be supplied. Tough hard straw or 
dry hay are unsuitable; even if masticated 
and swallowed, such f«re can seldom be fully 
digest d and assimilated; obviously if undi- 
gested, it must merely increase the irrita- 
bility of the bowels, and seriously interfere 
with recovery. Mashes of bran, malt or 
turnips, linseed gruel, a few cabbage leaves, 
sosked hay, or steamed food, constitute the 
suitable diet for such cases. As with other 
sick animals, small quantities only should 
be given ata time, aud the capricious appe- 
tite. tempted by frequent variety. When, 
from the breaking of the vesicles, the interior 
of tne mouth becomes sore, some relief is af- 
forded by washing it with any mild astrin- 
gent solution, such as of alum or sugar of 
lead. Condy’s fluid, or chloralum diluted 
with about twenty parts of water, also an- 
swers well. Similer mild astringents may also 
be applied to the feet, whieh, besides, must 
be kept par icularly vlean. In cows the udder 
requires constant.attention. Although there 
may be nearly totel suppression of milk, the 
t-ats should be gentiy drawn two or three 
times daily, and any fluid accumulated 
piomptly got rid of. Without this precau- 
tion, many strictured teats and b.ind quarters 
remain as unpleasant remicaiscences of the 
‘ disorder. 

The prevention of foot and mouth disease 
is a more difficult and serious matter than 
its remedial treatment. Besides, other diffi- 
culties crop up—the vexed question whether 
it comes to us from abroad; whether, as 
some alarmists declare, fresh importations of 
disease are brought «ver nearly every week 
with our foreigu cattle; whether it invariably 
spreads hy cootagion ; or again, whether in 
some unexpli able, epidemical way, it drops 
down upon some unfortunate herd, r mote 
trom all appareot sources of contagion, dis- 
tant from drove roads, unvisited by iaspec- 
tors, whose own, or whose horses’ feet are 
som.times charged with carrying the subtle 
poison from sick to sound anim 

Regarding some of these questions, suffi- 
cient definite information is stull much want- 
ed. There is, however, tolerably sound evi- 
dence that footand mouth disease, upwards 
or twenty years ago, came to Grest Britain 

‘from Lreland, rather than from the Continent 
of Euro We have never sinc been per- 
,fectly free from it, although during the 
eighteen months in which the cattle traffic 
was so much restricted, owing to the preva- 
lance of rinderpest, fuot and mouth d 
like pleuro- ia, was reduced to very 
few and tar-ecattered cases. The 
insieted on by many agricultural au 
that continual fresh impor ations of foot and 
mouth disease are hrought nto this country 
with foreign stook, appears to be much ex- 
aggerated. Ualke pieuro-pneumonia and 
rinderpest, the incubation period of foot and 
mouth complaint is short, usually extendiog 
| from two to three days, probably never ex- 
ceeding five days. During this comparatively 
‘short period, the disease would be almost 
certain to show itself amongst infected foreign 
beasts, which have to be collected, driven or 
trackéd consid rable distances, embarked, 
b ht their sea voyage of several weeke, 
and detained twelve hours further for inspec- 
jtion. Where vetsels and lan are 
| peentally eemeet and heen q —_ com- 
| petent inspectors are moderately painstaking, 
{the chances of the importation of foot and 
‘mouth disease from abroad are extremely 
;small, Amongst magistrates, local auth tri- 
| ties, medical men, and even amongst veteri- 
;narians, as well as amongst the uninformed 
public, there is considerable looseness of 
opinion regarding the way ir which the dis- 
ease spreads. Constantly the compleint is 
spoken of as if it were merely an epidemic or 
epizootic dropping upon stock without warn- 
ing. But if the complaint can thus even 
occasionally be uced de novo, all precau- 
tions, all isolation of infected herds, all re- 
strictions in affected loca'ities, must be irra- 
tional and fatile. All experience, however, 
seems, on the contrary, to show that foot and 
mouth disease, in this country a* any rate, 
1s produced by contagion only. Hence the 
soundness of our restrictions, their success 
when honestly and rtly carried out, 
and hence too the continue! spread, as at 
present, of the complaint, when igoorant and 
less stock-owners and unscrupulc us stock- 
jobbers evade the injunctions of law and au-

—my b.eakfast this morning inclines me to 
the belief that, after all, the folks who live 
here may be mistaken. 

It is very easy to be mistaken, I fird,—at 
least I used to find it so—and it wouldn’t be 
strange if these wids-awake folks sliould 
have been living down east all their lives 
unconscious of the fact. Those who have 
beenas far as B ston have a dim glimmering 
that it is so, I believe. 

It’s contrary to principle with me to excite 
curiosity without gratifying it; tnerefore, 1 
will say that the breakfast just hinted at plain- 
ly indicat-s that the staple. productions of 
this region are beans—of the speckled varie- 
ty -browa bread, and codfish; which last 
staple is cunningly offered to strangers dis- 
guised as fishballs, ver symmetrically shaped 
and done to an appetizing brownness. Now 
Ihave somehow become impressed that culi- 
vary science has brought these things to 
greater perfection down est than any where 
else, and 1 am very sure that in this I' sm 
not mistaken. 

After all, I don’t envy the peop’e who live 
here their good things, if it is always as old 
as it has been since I came among them. 
They say they have warmer weather in sum- 
mer, and I hope they do. This cold weather 
h+s suggested a new theory to my wandering 
mind. I think I know why it is that the pas- 
sion for molasses increases as we go down 
east ; undoubtedly it is because it serves such 
a good purpose in keeping up animal heat. 
Baked beans with plenty of molasses, are 
certainly good to keep one warm. 

Beginning at « point in the western part 
of York State, Rochester, for instance, wh are 
I was a few weeks ago, the upward tendency 
of molasses—ar.d of be ins too—as we come 
east is very striking. At Rochester we didn’t 
have beans for bieakfast, Sunday, we had 
them for supper; cold, as of course they 
must be at that time of day, and without the 
first biush of molasses. They were simply 
white beans, and no one seemed to know 


much about them or care much about them;

when presented in that 
style; to ti ink of offering beans to a Yankee 
in that way! for tea, Sunday, when, of all 
meals in the week he is the least hungry; 
even I, filled with pleasant memories, 
couldn’t say beans to the inquiring waiter 
under such circumstances. 

From Rochester I came towards hore, 
finding beans occasionally all the way along. 
When I say home I mean Boston, of course; 
there’s where Mary lives now. Mary has a 
bean-pot that bolds just enough, when I am 
there, and when she expects me to breakfast, 
Sunday, she fills it full. I don’t think I ever 
appreciated beans so thoroughly as I did 
after my last return from the West. 

Mary’s beans and brown bread are as good 
as any in Boston, and she don’t use a great 
deal of molasses, either; not half as much as 
they do this side of Portland. I don’t know 
how it is in Nova Scotia; I rather think I 
shall run down there scme day and see. 

Pies, too, have the same upward tendency 
as you come east; and s’ill there are but few 
people who know how to make them, even 
here in Maine. We don’t generally eat pie 
for the sake of the crust, far from it; and 
still there is a blissful ignorance of that fact 
that saves hotel cooks, and all other cooks 
who work for wages, a good deal of labor. 
It is less work to roll out the crust than it is 
to pare the epples and strain the pumpkin, 
and therefore the crust very often predomi- 
nates, to the disgust of those who like pie. 
If the crust was so compounded as to be di- 
gestible, a man would get over his disap- 
pointment sooner. Very often whe. I have 
ventured on pie 1 have had unpleasant remi- 
niscen-es of it for the remainder of the day. 
Hotel pies are the very worst pies we get.

SEASONING WOOD, 


A writer in an English journal informs us

If you water your plants once in two 
weeks with guano water (one tablespoonful 
to a pail of water) they wil grow more 
thrifty. Palverised dove or hen manure will 
answer a good purpose.

MILK PRODUCERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Report of the Committee, 
At the Annual Mecting, Boston, Dec. 5, 1871. 


The C itt ppointed at the last annus! 
meécting to ascertain facs astothe sale aud 
freight of milk, report : — 

Boon after the meeting above named, your 
committee applied by letter to the several rail 
roads, under date of Feb. 21, 1871, asking asa 
committee of the Milk Producers’ Association 
information on the foliowirg points, viz: 1. 
of milk war brought t) Boston 
over your road in the last year for which your 
account is made up? 

2 The names of the contracvors, from what 
places their cars run, and the quantity carried 
by eac»? ‘ 

3. The rate of freight per can, or the rent of 
thec rp rvear? 

These inquirlus were sent to the Fitchburg, 
the Bo ton & Lowell, the E-stern, the Boston 
& Maine, andtie B son & Albany Railroads. 
The Fitchburg and the Boston & Maine rail- 
roads gave us satisfivtory replies. The Exstern 
and the Boston & Lowell returned no answers. 
The Boston & Albany replied as follows, under 
date of Feb. 25, 1871: “ D-ar @ir: | nave your 
note requesting infor mation about cur milk eon- 
tracts. I find that the parties with whom we 
have mi'k contracts donot wish ust» ansser 
these questions, so I must ask you to excuse me 
from ans'vering them.

Your Committee beli :e that this A.socation 
has the right to know the price of the freight of 
milk as well as other articles on our railroads. 
They suggest thst the Railroad Commissioners 
have powcr to compel te rcilroad «ffivers to 
farn'-b the information requied. Y: ur Com- 
mittee therefore recommend that the Railroad 
Commiss ners | ev espectfully requested to pro- 
cure of the several r ilroads running into Bos- 
ton, inform:tion as to all leases, co: tra ti and 
agreements forthe tranrportetion of milk over 
their roads in the year 1871, showing the 
qa rtity of milk «arried, the names cf the con- 
tractors, fromm what pices their cars run, and 
the rate of freight per oan, or the rent of the car 
per year. 

The retaras received by your Committee, as to 
the milk business on the Fitchburg road were 
made up for the year ending April lst. 1870. As 
near as we can as rtain the quantity of milk 
carried over that road in that year, was about 
860,551 cans of 8 1 2 quarts worth at the depots 
in the country, at an average of 33 1-2 ts per 
can, $285,960, an amount surely large enough to 
be woriuy our atteation. The cost of freight on 
the railroads varies with the di:iauce at from 
one ceut to 3 1 8 per can. 

Without giving uunecessary publicity to pri- 
vate «ffairs, it is proper to state that the commis- 
sion received by asingle milk contractor, after 
paying all expenses of collecting the mil, and 
carrying it t the station, and the fre zht to Bos- 
ton, amounted to $40 50 per day, or $14,782 50 « 
year, and the other contractors received a profit 
as large in proportion to their business. 

We believe that the milk business has {n- 
since the year above haumed. 

The milk has becu sold at the car in Boston 
at forty cents per can in summer, and fifty cents 
per can in winter, and bas been re-sold in whole 
cans in Boston at an advance of about fourteen 
cevts per can, or fifty-four in summer ani sixty- 
four in winter, anJ it has usually been retailed 
by the quart at ef bt cents per quart ia sammer, 
and nine In Winter, or #ixty-eight ceuts per can 
in s»mmer and seventy six in winter. Ic will 
be seen thatthe can of miik for which a farmer 
receives twenty miles from Boston, at his door 
in summer, about thirty two cents, is sold at the 
car in Boston for forty cents, then by the miik- 
man by the csn at fifty four ceuts, then retailed 
by the quart at six to eight cents. Tre contractor 
receives Cumpensation abont twice the salary of 
a member of the cabinet, larger than any offiver 
in the United States Government except the 
President. 

ihe next profit by the milkmen is nearly three 
times the amount of the contractor's commis:)on, 
and the retail price more that doub'es the 
original price paid the fa:mer. 

Now the contractors, the milkmen, and the 

retailers all say their profit is as small as they 
can afford, and on many routes the pay to the 
farmers comes very far behind time, so that 
what ought to be a cash business often takes a 
credit of many weeks. 
Without taking time to discuss the qvestion of 
the reasonabievess of the eontracors’ and 
milkmen’s profit, our conclusion is, that the 
system on which the business is done is not 
economical or sat sfactory. 

The contractor's interest is adverse to that of 
the producer and cousumer. His interest is to 
pay as little and get as much as possible, to keep 
down the producer's price by making bim believe 
that milk is abundant and he can buy it else- 
where if he cannot have it at his own price, end 
to maintain a monopoly, so that no miilk ¢ n be 
fo tu Boston and sold except through him- 
self. 

What is wanted is, that instead of a contrec- 
tor, the farmers should have an sgent, paid by a 
salary, who should have no interest except to 
@ tatair price for their milk, who shoula be 
their servant and not their master. Uoatii this is 
done we believe the producers wiil never be 
satisfied. 

Again, we have too many middlemen to main- 
tain. Miik depots or stores should be established 
in Boston, to whicu the milk should be sent 
directly from the car. There it might be inspect- 
ed by the city inspector, end if found impare, 
stopped at once; it ;ure,then to be at the risk 
of the purchaser, and not returned to the farmer. 
From the stores it may be taken, with reasonabls 
addition for expenses, either by milkmen or 
grocers to sell again, or hotels anu restaurants by 
the can, or by the quart by consumers. 

The advaotages uf this plan would be, that an 
agent of the producers could take the milk from 
the depotin the country to the Boston store, 
and avoid the constant bad feeling between tie 
contractors and farmers. The milk could be 
inspected, and adulteration by producers or con- 
tractors stopped, and subsequent auulteration 
would be more readily detected It is believed 
that .he preseot commission of the mi.diemen 
would far more than pay all expenses, so that 
the farmers might receive more than they now 
receive, and the milk be furnished pure to con- 
sumers at the old price or less. 

Fihally, any surples milk instead of coming 
back sour to the producer or being left on his 
hands, could be solid at soar miik prices. 

We 4o not recommend that this Association 
undertake at present to make these changes, but 
we hope that publication and discustion may 
lead private parties, or associations formed for 
the purpose to = this result in due season.

KEEPING UAULIFLOWERS. 


The cauliflower is an annual plant, while 
the cabbage is a biennial, and the former is 
therefore much more difficult to keep, and 
with the utmost care cannot be kept ‘as well 
asthe cabbage. It is .lso only half hardy, 
much less hardy than the cabbage. While 
the heads are but slightiy affected by frost, 
they are injured or destroyed if exposed to a 
very low temperature. A common practice 
is to take them up in November wi.h as 
much earth as possible about their roots, 
end after gathering the leaves carefully over 
the heads, reset them in earth in a light, 
dry cellar, or in any other light, dry loca- 
tion secure from freesing. A cold frame, if 
at hand, might be advantageously employed 
for the purpose.—Journal of Horticulture.

Back te Specté.—Senator Summer's 
bill for the gradual but steady resumption of 
pecie payments is a perfectly prec'ical one, 
and receives the support of some of our best 
fioancial minds, It aims simply to recall the 
legal tenders by the issue of an equal number 
of compound interest notes, the interest on 
these notes forming the inducement to hoard 
them when it hes begun to acoumulate, In 
time the legal tenders will be all thus ex- 
changed, and the Treasury will be called on 
to red-em them. Thus three hundred end 
fifty m. lions of paper money will be absorb- 
ed without any disturbance to trade or 
finances, and the banks can resume as soon 
as the government does. The result will be 
b-ought about without a hitch orajer io 
current sffsirs, and within two years we shall 
be passing gold freely from hand to hand, 
There is not a citizen who does notspeed the 
day with his sincerest wish. 
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Growing Boston.—In urging his 
views on the choice of a Mayor, Mr. Josiah 
Quincy has steadily keptin mind the one 
adsorbing, cvntrolling fact that Boston has 
taken a new bound on the path of greatness, 
and that its prosperity is the only limit of its 
physical growth. No one of our citizens 
could be more confident of the noble future 
of the city, than he, and all his speeches of 
late have been directed to the advancement 
of his faith, In November, Boston's e: port 
trade was larger by striking figures than 
during any single previous month of her 
bistory. All that we require is increasing 
railway and commercial facilities for expe- 
diting trade and carrying it on as economi- 
eally as possible.

The arrival of the Grard Dake Al: xis took 
place Thursday evening the 7h at the time 
announced, Oa the way to th: city from 
New York, he made a stay of a fiw hours.at 
S ringfield, where he wee received by the 
Mayor and city authorities, and visited 
Wesson & Co’s orci factory. He dined at 
the Massasoit House with the M.yor and 
others. Nuthing else of interest ooourred 
on the way. He was reosived at the station 
by the co umittee of the city government, 
and escorted to his quar era at the Revere 
House, the same roome occupied by the 
Prince of Wales, Presidents Lincoln and 
Grant, and other celebrities on their visita to 
the city. The programme marked ort for 
his entertainment during the brief visit was 
very comprehensive and filled up the time 
very closely. 
Friday morning at an early hour he was 
driven over to the city hall, scoompanied by 
Minister Catacasy, Admiral Possiet and 
others, where he was received by Mayor 
Gaston, and by him introduced to the mem- 
bers of the city government. The ci y hall 
was filled with spectators, among them many 
ladies, After the ceremonies of reception 
there he was escorted by the cavalry com- 
panies to the State House, where be was re- 
ceived by the Governor, who made a brief 

dd of wel , anda large number of 
ladies and gentlemen were present to whom 
the prince was introduced. 

From the State House the party proceeded 
at once to Harvard College, and were re- 
ceived in the library by President Eliot and 
members «f the corporation and the faculty. 
He inspected the library and visited one of 
the student’s rooms. A sump uous entertain- 
ment was afterwards served at the President's 
house. The next pl ce visited was the Navy 
Yard, where after inspecting objects of 
interest, the commander ofthe yard gave a 
brilliant reception at his house. \ 

After a day so filled up it might be ex- 
pected that the distinguished guest would 
have felt fa:igued. But the great bail in the 
evening was to come off at the Boston 
Theatre. This was indeed the great event 
of the whole series of entertainme:ts pre- 
pared for the Prince. The Theatre was most 
magnificently prepared for the occasion. 
Every part was decorated with flowers, lace, 
bunting, and everything in good taste. It is 
needless to say that a most brilliant company 
assembled on that memorable evening, com- 
posed of the elite of Boston society and 
prominent men. The Prince and suite ar- 
rived at about ten o'clock, and opened the 
dance with Mr’. Gaston, the Mayor's wife. 
He afterwards d noed with several ladies, 
and report says he made himself most 
agreeable, and appeared to be quite a lady’s 





Céngress.—No business of any moment 
was done in the first few days of the session 
of Congress last week, and both Houses ad- 
jvurned from Thureday to Monday. Mr. 
Sumner on Monday introduced a Dill for a 
rad:cal change im all the internal revenue 
system. The bill recommends that all in- 
ternal taxes and duties except from the sale 
of stamps shall be abolished after the 1st of 
July. The stamp duty on spirits to be eighty 
cents a gallon, and the income tax to be 
abolished after Jan. lst, 1872. Section seo- 
ond abolishes ail the internal revenue « fii- 
cers, from the commissioner down, but pro- 
vides for the appointment of one collector 
for each State, and all the powers of the com- 
missioner shall be transferred to the Seere- 
tary of the Treavury. Objection was made 
that it being a revenue bill, it should have 
originated in the House. The bill was re- 
ferred. in the House many bills were in- 
troduced on Monday and properly referred. 


The Russian Minister.—The cor- 
respondence between this government and 
Rutsia relative to Minister Catacasy, has 
been partially published, although it was not 
intended that it should reach the press at 
present, at least during the visit of the 
Grand Duke. The facts of the disagree- 
ment so long hinted at are substantially as 
reported, that the minister had made bimu lf 
disagrecab.e to our cabinet by his remarks 
on some questions of public policy, and the 
President had requested his recall, which he 
had a right to do without in any degree dis- 
turbing the fiiendly reiations of the two 
countries.

This the landlords are very wroth at, and 
they proceeded to get injunctions restraining 
tenants from doing such irjary to their 
premises, but in almost every case the owners, 
notwithstanding the conditions of their leases 
have been disappointed by the decisions of the 
courts. Ju‘ge Farwell very quickly remarked 
to a plaintiff the other day, who had testified to 
such injury to his house as the soiling of room 
paper and the driving of nai's into the walls, etc., 
that it was insufficient for the action, and that 
his was nota ‘nail hole court.” Probably ths 
necessity, and not the justice, of this decision 
will make it safe hereafter for parties to violate 
without fear any contract relating to dwellings, 
stores, etc.

Next follows 
an exhaustive analysis of the case, with copious 
references to the exhibits contained in the other 
seven volumes. Then comes a comprehensive 
digest of sli the known authorities favorable to 
the American position, drawn from every inter- 
national source that the counsel have been able 
to discover, and concluding with the most forci- 
ble arguments that these aathor.ties would bear 
to establish their applicability to the points now 
to come up for adjudication. The brief of the 
counsel has been confidentially submitted to sev- 
eral eminent lawyers, whose opinions were 
known to be weighty and whose jadgment was 
believed to be impartial, and they all agree in 
pronouncing it to be not only an honor to the 
lezal profession of the country, but ineontrever- 
tible as an argument on all the material points of 
the case.

ONLY A NIGGER. 


Towards the end of the year 
versel from Amsterdam de 
qusy of Paramaribo « young 
Jansen Houtwyn—a poor man, who had 
come ont in seareh of fortune, and with a de- 
term to obtain it. 

In the good times of which we write, to 
make a fortune was no very difficul: thing 
in the colonies; and all energetic men wo 
were courageous enouxh to visit the isles, or 
wom prudent familes had sent there to do 
pennace for their frolics, were great fools it, 
sooner or later, they were not in a condition 
to play the role of the rich uncle in the 
comedy. 

Whoever had lost sight of Jansen Houtwyn 
from that moment, and encountered him 
twelve years later, would certainly never 
have recognised in the wealthy planter of the 
Com+#ine—proprietor of 1500 slaves, member 
of council, and colonial magistrate ; eclipsing 
the most luxurious in his horses and eq :i- 
pages—they would never have recognised, I 
repeat, in this superb parvenu, the humble 
young man who on bis arrival esteemed him- 
self fortuna e in obtaining a place as sub- 
officer on the plaptation, of which he was 
now the master. 

For two years 
watching the negroes in the plantations from 
dawn of day until night; exposed to the 
drowning rains of the winter, or the burning 
sun of the dry season; a prey to the fever of 
the country, or devoured by mosquitoes ; and 
eendemned to spare diet. But his seal and 
understanding having drawn attention, he 
was promoted to be officer, then bookkeeper ; 
was subsequently made chief manager, with 
a salary of ten thousand frenes; and finally, 
on the death of his master, became proprie- 
tor of the plantation, ard of everything we 
have mentioned above. 

Thus Janeen Houtwyn had always been 
advancing in riches and bonc rs; but, at the 
same time, to tell how he had acquired them, 
his account had been engrossed on high, and 
the angel who kept the heavenly books had 
never passed a day of those twelve years 
without having to registe: the wail of some 
whipped, mutilated, tortured slave, whose 
dolorous cry bad reeched him, or some act of 
luet which te blashed on recording. The 
debit-coluun of his account, then, was 
lamentably black and full The opposite 
column was entirely blank, or nearly so. 

But in the worid below, the life of the 
planter was judged differently. The whites 
envied his opulence, and esteemed it a: 
honor to be invited to his fetes. His voice 
was all-preponderant in council—nota nod 
of his head without importance. Who was 
there, inueed, that did not court the ;hospi- 
tulity of Jansen? His feasts were long and 
splendid; his guests drank from crystal and 
gold the wines of the Cape of France, of 
Greece and the Canaries. Young female 
slaves, chosen from among the moat beautiful 
and voluptuous, half veiiedin transparent 
tissues, circulated round the ‘able, beaming 
dishes of the two worlds, or agitating the air 
with fans. The noise of musica! instruments 
miogled with the riot of the table.
